Claims 17-31 are pending in the application.

Group 5. Claims 17-26, drawn to a method for the synthesis aminophosphine 

halides, classified in class 564, subclass 12+. 
Group 6. Claims 17-26, drawn to a method for the synthesis phosphonous ester 

halides, classified in class 564, subclass 12+. 
Group 7. Claims 27 and 28, drawn to a method of removing acids from reaction 

mixtures, classified in class 564, subclass 12+. 
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Group 8. Claim 29, drawn to a method of stopping acid-catalyzed reactions, 
classified in class 564, subclass 12+. 

The inventions of Groups 1-8 are independent and patentably distinct because 
there is no patentable co-action among the eight groups and a reference anticipating 
one member will not render the other obvious.
